Report 3,500 Are Dead And 
100,000 Homeless As Flora 
Heads Into Atlantic Ocean 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
MIAMI, Fla. (AP) — Hurricane 
Flora passed over sparsely set­ 
tled islands in the Bahamas to­ 
day and moved eastward into the 
Atlantic away from 
the 
U.S. 
mainland. 
After one of the longest and 
deadliest rampages on record, the 
storm headed out to sea. There 
appeared to be no danger to Flor­ 
ida. 
Top winds of IOO miles an hour 
battered the southeastern islands 
in the 750-mile British chain. 
Flora passed over Mayaguana at 
I a.m. EST, about 500 miles 
southeast of Miami. 
In a 2 a.m. (EST) advisory, the 
U.S. Weather Bureau in Miami 
said winds of gale force were esti­ 
mated 400 miles to the north and 
150 miles to the south of the 
storm’s eye. 
HIGH TIDES 
It warned of dangerous winds, 
high tides and heavy rains in the 
southeastern Bahamas, especially 
on Mayaguana, Inagua, Caicos 


and Grand Turk. Some of the is­ 
lands are sites for tracking sta­ 
tions of the U.S. Atlantic missile 
test range 
Flora moved off the northeast 
coast of Cuba Tuesday 
after 
pounding the island with winds 
and rain for five days Nearly 
60000 persons reportedly aban 
doned flooded homes in Oriente 
and Camaguey provinces 
Over the weekend the slow 
m o v i n g hurricane devastated 
Haiti leaving 3,500 persons dead 
and 100,000 homeless. Flora also 
killed 17 persons on the island of 
Tobago, off Venezuela. 
With communications in eastern 
Cuba knocked out, there was no 
immediate estimate of casualties 
on Fidel Castro’s island. 
NEED CLOTHING 
Havana reported that the rain 
had stopped and the winds abated 
in Oriente and Camaguey prov 
inces, allowing relief activities to 
pick up. Relief work also was 
stepped up in Haiti.

ASKS PASTORS 
TO FIGHT FOR 
HUMAN RIGHTS 


The Rev. Joseph Haggler, pas­ 
tor of the Shiloh Baptist Church. 
Carlisle, an active member of the 
NAACP in that area and chaplain 
to the migrant workers in Adams 
County, addressed the monthly 
meeting of the Pastoral Fellow­ 
ship of the Adams County Ooun 
cil of Churches on Monday in the 
Presbyterian Church here. 
Pastor 
Haggler’s theme was 
"The Churches’ Role in Race Re­ 
lations." The speaker emphasized 
that in many areas, such as Get­ 
tysburg. there is "assumed inte 
gratin" which means that it is 
assumed that the members of the 
Negro race would be accepted in 
most public places and in the 
churches. However, he continued 
to point out, that Hie Negro does 
not merely want these privileges 
handed to him but that rather he 
is ready to take upon himself the 
responsibilities of citizenship that 
should go with such privileges. 
Rev. Haggler stressed that the 
church is the key to " asarin ila 
tion” and that legislation, while 
it is the whip, is not the final 
answer. He urged the ministers 
in attendance to move "from the 
sidelines to the center of the 
arena" and to take an active part 
in this struggle for human rights. 
He stressed that, "just as Jesus 
Christ was not identified with 
only one race or group but was 
in reality part of all people, so 
the minister has the authority 
from God to speak on these cur 
rent issues.” 
Following Pastor Haggler’s re­ 
marks, the business session was 
conducted with the Rev. Alfred 
Gotwalt, president, presiding. 
A report on the progress on the 
county Reformation service to be 
held Sunday, October 27, was 
given. A committee to arrange 
for the Christmas party for the 
fellowship to be held December 
in St. James Lutheran Church 
was named, consisting of Rev.

13 Americans Are Lost In 
Copter Crashes In C. V. Nam 


By EDWIN Q. WHITE 
SAIGON, Viet Nam (AP) — 
Thirteen U.S. military men were 
missing today in Central Viet Nam 
after the crash of two American 
Marine helicopters and a Viet­ 
namese 
fighter-bomber. 
Wreck- 
age of all three craft was spotted 
and there was no sign of sur­ 
vivors. 
Search planes sent into the area 
this morning ran into a storm of 
ground fire from Communist guer­ 
rillas. The American pilot of an­ 
other M a r i n e helicopter was 
wounded by flying plexiglass and 
a Vietnamese soldier aboard was 
killed. 
RESAIL PLANE HIT 
An observation plane taking 
part in the search later was hit 
by gunfire and returned to base 
with a wounded Vietnamese ob­ 
server aboard. 
The fast chain of events began 
Tuesday when a Vietnamese T28 
crashed in a dive-bombing attack 
on Communist positions south of 
Da Nang, in the central highlands 
about 340 miles north of Saigon, 
A U.S. military spokesman said 
the plane exploded when it hit 


the ground and it was believed 
the pilot, a U.S. Air Force cap­ 
tain, and his Vietnamese com­ 
panion were killed. 
Two helicopters were sent out 
to look for the T28. They found 
it late Tuesday. One landed and 
the other hovered. Both were 
forced to leave the area about 
7:30 p.m. because of Viet Cong 
guerrilla activity. 
HEAVY GROUND FIRE 
Whether the helicopters were 
shot down by Communist guerril­ 
las was not clear. Aboard the two 
were four Marine officers, five 
Marine enlisted men, a Navy doc­ 
tor and two Navy hospital/corps 
men. 
When the aerial hunt was be­ 
gun this m o r n i n g , searching 
planes and helicopters messaged 
that they were running into heavy 
ground fire, the military spokes­ 
man said. 
Finally a search plane spotted 
one of the downed helicopters. In 
midafternoon, the second crashed 
helicopter was sighted w ar the 
first. There was no sign of sur 
vivors around either wreckage 
the spokesman reported.

Operation On Macmillan 
May Force British Chief 
To Surrender Leadership

BLACKPOOL, England (A P i- 
The unexpected illness of British 
Prime Minister Harold Macmillan 
cast gloom, uncertainty and con­ 
fusion over his Conservative par­ 
ty today as it gathered for its 
last annual conference before the 
general election next year. 
With no warning, the 69-year- 
old prime minister was taken to 
a London hospital Tuesday night 
for removal of a prostate obstruc­ 
tion to his bladder. His doctor 
said he probably would be operat­ 
ed on Thursday and he would not 
be fully active "for at least two 
or three months.” 
The immediate reaction in politi­ 
cal circles was that Macmillan, 
after fending off demand® for his 
resignation produced by the Pro­ 
ximo scandal, must at last sur­ 
render the partv’s reins. 
But some observers thought he 
might recover and still lead the 
Conservatives in the crucial elec 
tion battle with the opposition La­ 
bor party. 
Deputy Foreign Minister Ed­ 
ward Heath told newsmen no de­ 
cision on the leadership question 
would be made until the outcome 


of the operation on Macmillan 
was known. 
The prime minister’s physician, 
Sir John Richardson, said Mac­ 
millan had been suffering from a 
prostate obstruction, a common 
ailment in men of his age, for 
some months. He reportedly had 
given no hint of his illness even 
to his Cabinet. 
WANTS HIS OUSTER 
Even before -he announcement 
of Macmillan’s illness, there was 
an atmosphere of crisis as the 
4,000 Conservative delegates as­ 
sembled in Blackpool for the par­ 
ty conference. The Profumo scan­ 
dal, poor Conservative showings 
in special parliamentary elections 
and public opinion polls favoring 
the Laborites have resulted in ris­ 
ing demands that Macmillan step 
aside for a younger man less iden­ 
tified with government! revenues. 
Macmillan previously had given 
every indication he was deter­ 
mined to seek an election vote of 
confidence in his leadership. 
An official announcement said 
Deputy Prime Minister Richard A. 
Butler, 61, would take charge of 
the government while Macmillan

rights field. Given the same set 
of general circumstances which 
you faced in having to coll out 
troops in Little Rock, and those 
which faced President Kennedy in 
the use of troops in some of the 
Southern states, would you hope 
that any future Republican presi­ 
dent 
would follow 
the 
same 
course in such circumstances? 
A. It depends on the circum­ 
stances. As far as I know, no Re­ 
publicans took off against the use 
of troops in Birmingham or Mont­ 
gomery, 
I was determined that no gover­ 
nor, no matter what his power or 
political strength, was going to 
defy a properly issued order of a 
federal court, and that is all there 
was to it. It could have been on 
race relations or on a strike. It 
could have been on anything in the 
world. And I said, "Wa wil take 
the necessary steps." 
WANTED NO DISORDER 
Since emotions were high down 
there, I took the National Guard 
away from the governor’s con­ 
trol, and I could have used that. 
But this means that in these cir­ 
cumstances a National Guards­ 
man would be enforcing the law 
against his brother. This was a 
bad thing. I wanted no disorder, 
and I knew that I could count on 
outside regular troops to be dis 
ciplined. They went, and there 
were no deaths; as a matter of 
fact, not even a single serious in 
jury. 
Q. Do you think that Congress 
ought to act on the tax biH this 
year, or should it wait until it 
sizes up President Kennedy * new 
budget next year? 
A. A number of suggestions have 
been made to do something spe­ 
cific about the expression the 
President used—"to bring the ex­ 
penditures under better discipline, 
or better control.” 
CONTROL SPENDING 
So any purpose of delay, I think, 
is to get expenditures under con. 
trol. 
If a president announced that 
under no circumstances — unless 
there wa* a great emergency de 
dared by Congress—would he ap 
prove the expenditure in any year 
more than some specified amount. 
I would think that was proper. 
Q Do you believe Republicans 
in Congress ought to be in the 
forefront of those who are cutting 
foreign aid? 
A. No. I don’t. I happen to be 
one of those people that believe 
we ought to spend for the mutual 
security program what we need 
to spend 
The reform I would like to see 
is this: to get a long-term con­ 
gressional authorization, certain­ 
ly five years. Take a look at it 
every year so you know where 
you are going. . . . If we could 
have a permanent figure of some­ 
where near $4 billion, I believe we 
could do a job that could be very 
good for the world and, above all, 
for ourselves. 
Q On the Cuban situation, do 
you have any ideas or recommen­ 
dations on what our government 
might further do than it is doing 
now to counter the Castro regime? 
A. No, I don’t. I assume that 
the government is staying just as 
close with the Organization of 
American States as it possibly 
can. What I would really spend 
effort on right now would be to 
solidify a better union there and 
gain a better consensus.

This idea was advanced during 
the time that Sen. Alben W. Bark­ 
ley. D-Ky., was majority leader 
He said, from the background of 
a lifetime of political experience, 
that it just would not work. 
He predicted: “Jealousies, ambi­ 
tions and all the frailties of bu 
man nature would crop out in the 
electioneering methods of men 
who wanted to be chairmen of 
committees.”

High on a canyon wail about 20 
miles southeast of here, a series 
of portals jut from the granite 
rock, pinpointing the location of 
one cf the world’s most impreg­ 
nable storage vaults. 
It is there that the Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints 
(Mormon) has gouged a maze of 
under-rock caverns designed to 
safeguard the millions of dollars 
worth of its genealogical records. 
Called 
the 
Little Cottonwood 
Project—after the canyon where 
it is located—the network of tun­ 
nels and vaults cost the church 
more than $1.5 million. 
FAMILY IMPORTANT 
The tunnels include three 600- 
foot-long 
storage 
vaults 
which 
have been lined with 14 feet of 
concrete and heavy corrugated 
steel. 
Three large bank 
vault 
doors have been installed for add­ 
ed security. The three main pass­ 
ages will be intersected by three 
others more than 400 feet long. 
Dstined 
for 
storage 
in 
the 
vaults at controlled temperatures 
and humidity are more than 500 
million microfilmed pages of gen­ 
ealogical records. 
The church places considerable 
weight on the eternal nature of 
the family relationship. If a Mor­ 
mon fully obeys the teachings of 
his faith, he may enter into a 
m arriage convenant that not only 
lasts until “death do us part,” 
but continues on “for time and 
eternity.” 
IMPORTANCE OF GENEALOGY 
Mormon 
doctrine states 
that 
m em bers’ ancestors who died be­ 
fore the religion was revealed in 
the early 1800s may be baptized 
by proxy as the first step in their 
acceptance into the faith. But the 
living must gather the necessary 
vital statistics concerning their 
kin. Thus, the emphasis on gen 
ealogical 
research 
and 
record 
keeping. 
In recent years, the church’s 
record-gathering chore has been 
facilitated through a cooperating 
program with thousands of archi- 
vists and priests in foreign coun­ 
tries. The Mormons maintain a 
a number of microfilming teams 
abroad and in the United States. 
These teams, where permitted, 
search records or any lead that 
could uncover information births, 
m arriages, or deaths. The records 
are 
microfilmed and the 
film 
shipped to Salt Lake City. 
Because of the zeal of thousands 
of dedicated church workers, the 
church genealogical library now 
includes 
more 
than 
1.700.000 
microfilmed volumes. 
More 
than 
500,000.000 
pages 
have been microfilmed.

He added that he was aware of 
no case of toxicity from pesticide 
residues in U.S. canned foods.

tary summarizing the scientific 
findings to date of his associa­ 
tion's scientists and other quali­ 
fied authorities on the use and 
composition of pesticides.

“We probably do not appreciate 
the great part Pennsylvania has 
played in the history of our nation 
Our state was the birthplace of 
our nation. Valley Forge and Get 
tysburg were the high spots in our 
Revolution and the Civil War 
World War II, IO per cent of all 
U.S. soldiers were from Penn­ 
sylvania and far more than 
per cent of the war m aterial was 
produced in Pennsylvania. 
"Those who visited us from the 
plains states sometimes think of 
Pennsylvania as all mountains and 
machines. 
But 
Pennsylvania 
^ also 
a 
tremendous 
agriculture 
ll state. Pennsylvania is the second 
largest producer of dairy products 
trailing only Wisconsin. We have 


industrial capacity as well. 
“ But some of -us are disturbed. 
In the last IO or 15 years we 
have been slipping. In the last 
decade the U.S. population grew 
18 per cent. Pennsylvania’s pop­ 
ulation grew 6.9 per cent. As a 
result we lost three congressmen. 
“Why are we not keeping up in 
population and industrial expan­ 
sion? They key I think is that 
people live where they work and 
if you don't have jobs you lose 
people. We have a problem to 
solve. 
“Coal had been a basis for our 
industry, but not this has changed. 
And this is a serious m atter in 
Pennsylvania's economy. 
"In recent years much of the 
coal produced has resulted from 
open strip mining. Now 
I am 
afraid we are killing that industry. 
We were disturbed by the scars 
left by strip mining. 
And we 
passed a law which forces the 
strip mine operators to replace 
what the have dug out. I am 
afraid this Is going to be very 
serious. I you can't take coal out 
of the ground at a profit It will 
lie there and never be taken out. 
We passed our law because of the 
scars these strip mines m ade and 
becaiLse they contaminated our 
water. But our law does not cover 
over the abandoned strip mines 
that contaminate our w*ater, that 
scarour earth. I think we adopted 
negative approach in our law 
“We are losing 
industry, or 
at least not keeping up because 
of a vicious circle which we 
must break. We are losing indus­ 
try, so we have more unemployed 
We support our unemployed so we 
have to raise our taxes. Our in­ 
creased taxes 
keep new 
bu si 
nesses 
from 
starting 
up 
and 
cause some old ones to consider 
moving, which makes more un 
employed, which in turn m akes for 
more taxes, which in turn cuts 
down further the num ber of em­ 
ployers. 
MUST BREAK CYCLE 
“This is the cycle we must 
break. And it will be no easy task. 
Our five per cent sales tax 
think is too high. Oddly enough 
Pennsylvanians pay less sales tax 
than those in other states. The 
difference is that Pennsylvania's 
sales tax is selective and there 
is no tax on the essential items. 
But people do not figure that. 
They figure five per cent against 
three per cent and believe they 
are paying less tax at three per 
cent than at five, forgetting that 
the three per cent pertains to 
everything. 
“Our unemployment compensa­ 
tion needs change. It is in debt 
and there is no way out as long 


unemployment compensation when

weather. This I do not think is 
fair. 
4TH ti LAST AD EXCHANGERS 
“There is a four per cent max­ 
imum 
on 
unemployment 
com­ 
pensation payments by industry. 
This means the all-year-around 
industry must pay for the sea­ 
sonal industry. Knouse Foods and 
Musselmans pay four per cent: 
that is the m aximum. They are 
seasonal industries. When the sea­ 
son ends their people draw un­ 
employment 
compensation 
paid 
to some extent by other indus­ 
tries which work all year around. 
“The is a problem we have to 
solve. Four per cent of payroll 
hurts industry. And I am afraid 
that the amount m ust be raised 
if we are to keep unemployment 
compensation solvent. This again 
will hurt industry more. 
NEED IN D U ST R IES 
“We seek employment and the 
only way we can get it is by hav­ 
ing employers. 
“All of our communities. Get­ 
tysburg as well as others, have 
industrial development corpora 
tkrns to get industry. And each 
town is proud if it can lure an 
industry from another community 
But this does not help our state 
or our nation. It is simply moving 
an industry to a new site. 
“What we need is to develop 
more industries. We need to help 
the little one-man shop so that it 
can grow up to be a 100-man shop 
- o r bigger. 
“Our whole outlook is wrong. A 
man can work seven days a week 
and lose his entire life savings 
attempting to start a business and 
no one cares. But we as a state 
care very much if he employs 
someone. Then the employe must 
be protected. 
“For our own economic strength 
we must do som ething to help the 
employer — to give industry a 
chance to develop in Pennsyl­ 
vania. 
“It is a problem. But I think one 
that can be solved if we all put 
our minds to it. The tragedy cf 
our system is that no one is 
interested in anything unless it 
directly affects him. 
“ unfortunately, loss of employ­ 
ers can affect all of us. For with­ 
out employers there can be no 
employes.”

Pennsylvania’s Superior Court. 
That's why. *ays Hoffman, he’s 
asking the voters to elect him to 
the state’s No 2 appellate court 
Nov. 5. 
Hoffman w a Democrat, and he 
and his running-mate, State Sena 
tor Paul W Mahady of Latrobe. 
are opposing the Republican in­ 
cumbents. 
NOTHING PERSONAL 
" It’s really nothing personal.” 
the 53-year-old Hoffman explains. 
•‘I feel the citizens of Pennsylva­ 
nia should hav* forward-looking, 
more liberal jurists on the Supe­ 
rior Court which deals almost en­ 
tirely with problems of the indi­ 
vidual-juvenile and domestic re­ 
lations. unemployment and work 
men’s compensation and the price 
of milk, of gas of electricity, of 
telephone calls and all kinds of 
public transportation." 
Hoffman, in the primary, ran on 
both the Democ! atle and Repub­ 
lican tickets, though winning nom! 
nation only on the Democratic 
side. 
“ A judge represents all the peo­ 
ple. not those inly in one party,’ 
he explains as he sorts through 
a six-inch pile of mail in his 
father-in-law s center city office 
where a desk has been made 
available, for election purposes 
only. 
WORK HIS HOBBY 
**I really haven’t much time to 
campaign because I sit in court 
five days a week and handle a 
minimum of too cases a month." 
Hoffman points out 
"Any cam­ 
pal sjmng I do will be on weekends 
and in the evening*." 
Hoffman doesn't expect to be 
able to visit ail of the state's 67 
counties in the next four weeks, 
probably not even a quarter of 
them. 
Hoffman’s hobby is his work, 
even when on vacation or travel­ 
ing 
KNOWN NATIONALLY 
I always make It a point to 
visit juvenile 
nstHutions where- 
ever I go because I am deeply 
interested in the problem of de­ 
linquency and 'he ways that are 
tried to combat it," be says. 
.As a county judge, Hoffman's 
main work is with juveniles, and 
hts methods often have attracted 
nationwide attention. 
Recently, he directed a 16-year- 
old boy who ran down a man with 
an auto to quit school, get a job 
and turn over half his earnings 
to the victim’s family for a period 
of five years. 
"I have tried to institute unique 
methods of treatment of the ju­ 
venile which, in many instances, 
have dramatically changed his 
life," says Hoffman.

"This includes group counseling 
for children and parents, intensive 
probation where the whole family 
is treated and a teen-aid program 
which seeks, in a limited sense.

AU in all, Hoffman estimated he

practice to become a judge. 
Hoffman never stops moving, on 
or off the bench In court, he fre­ 
quently stands up and paces back 
and forth as he listens to the 
testimony or while mulling over 
the decision he must make.

PROBABLE HITS 
Pix>babie hits are CBS' Danny 
Kaye and Judy Garland variety 
hours and its "Petticoat Junction" 
situation comedy series. ABC's 
‘Arrest and Trial," "The Fugi­ 
tive” 
auld 
"Greatest Show on 
Earth" are fast-paced adventure 
tales and "The Farm er's Daugh­ 
ter" an amusing comedy. NBC’s 
“ Mr. Novak" looks pretty good 
after two programs, and its "Hol­ 
lywood and the Stars” ought to 
interest anyone who likes movies. 
"Maybes" include four anthol­ 
ogy series, on the theory that 
each unrelated program will be 
as good—or as bad—as its writ­ 
ers. They are NBC’s "Richard 
Boone Show.” “Bob Hope The­ 
ater" and “Espionage," and CBS’ 
“ G r e a t 
Adventure." 
ABC’* 
“ Burke’s Law" may prove amus­ 
ing. CBS’ "My Favorite Martian" 
was on my hit list until I saw the 
second episode, which moved it to 
the maybes. CBS’ Phil Silvers is 
funny man and may triumph 
over the scripts. 
THE "M IS S E S ” 
The misses include three new 
message shows—CBS’ “East Side, 
West Side,” and ABC’s “Chan­ 
ning" and "Breaking Point" All 
seem pretentious and dreadily in­ 
tent on developing points of view. 
NBGs "Grind!" has Imogene 
Coca, but that's about all. and 
NBC’s “Bill Dana Show" prom­ 
ises to develop into a one-joke 
comedy series. CBS’ "Glynis" is 
a boring, imitative farce. NBC’s 
Harry’s Girls" needs some new 
writers—and some girls who can 
act. Neither ABC’s Jerry Lewis 
nor Jimmy Dean seem to have 
found ways to fill their time spots 
—but at least Dean 
isn’t of­ 
fensive. 
NBC’s “Temple Houston” is a 
Grade C Western and "The Lieu­ 
tenant" is military cake with a 
sugary icing. "The Outer Limits" 
on ABC is for kids who like hor­ 
ror movies, and the “Travels of 
Jaim ie McPheeters" for those too 
young to enjoy "Wagon Train.”

“This is a most critical mo­ 
ment for Asia.’* said one highly 
placed informant “ You might say 
this whole area now is up for 
grabs.” 
It seems probable that a king 
hard struggle is ahead to prevent 
the whole continent from falling 
one day under Communist dom­ 
ination. 
SPLIT OVERSTRESSED 
The most significant develop 
ment for Asia in the past decade 
has been the violent quarrel be­ 
tween the Communist parties of 
the Soviet Union and Red China 
Yet there are also clear indica­ 
tions that the Chinese-Soviet split 
Is being overstressed to an ex 
tent that can lead to dangerous 
consequences. 
To Indians, «he split seems to 
have become a question as simple 
aa black and white: The Chinese 
have become all bad—therefore 
those who seem to oppose the Red 
Chinese must be the reverse. This 
includes the Soviet party and its 
followers. 
ENORMOUS SIGNIFICANCE 
Even in Southeast Asia circles 
closely connected with the United 
States and the West one can de­ 
tect a superabundance of opti­ 
mism. This seems based on the 
notion that the Red Chinese have 
lost the implicit support of the 
Russians, should Peking thing in 
terms of em barking on reckless 
adventures. 
But 
Peking always 
has had the long view of domina­ 
tion in Asia by slow stages, de­ 
spite its defiance of nuclear “pa­ 
per tigers.” 
The more cautious element im 
Southeast Asia makes allowance 
for the possibility of events—a 
showdown crisis in which Mos­ 
cow may have to stand up and be 
counted, or a change of leadership 
either 
in 
Peking or Moscow— 
which could cause the Russians 
and Chinese to close ranks. 
Although the world's attention 
was diverted by the Cuban mis­ 
sile crisis last October, Red Chi­ 
na’s attack at that time on In 
dia s frontiers was an event of 
enormous cold war significance 
MIGHT GET MISSILES 
India turned in virtual panic to 
the United 
States for military 
help. It got aid. under the U.S. 
British Nassau agreement, but 
this tended to damage Nehru's 
standing as the .Asian leader of 
nonalignment. 
The Indians are getting arms, 
ammunition and technical assist­ 
ance for their arm ed forces. They 
wanted a bit more. The Indians 
hinted broadly that they wanted 
Nike-Zeus ground-to-air missiles 
for defensive purposes around the 
big Indian cities.
